To La Fayette Kellogg, five dollarg and pinety-one cents for,
clerk’s fees in supreme court in July term, 1844, in suit of Ter-
ritory vs. Doty, O'Neill ard Bird. '

To S. 8. Conover, two dollars and forty-four centg for consta-
ble fees, in November, 1844, in suit of Territory vs. Dovy, Bird
and O’Neill.

To Morgan I.. Martin, ten dollats for three days’ attendance
in procuring testimony in suit of Territry va. Doty and others.

To Daniel Baxter, thirteen dollars and seventy-five cents for
interest on two territorial bondg issued to . T. Sterling, for twen-
ty-five dollars each, dated March lGlh, 1841, and one bond igsy-
ed to David Hyer for five dollars, dated Feb. 19th, l‘S{l, the
same having been surrendered 10 A. P.F ield in September, 1843,

To Gegqrge Bennett, fifty dollars and nigety-six gepts for in,
terest on two territorial bonds, issued 19th February, 1841; one
for one hundred and ninety-five dollars, and surrendered 19th
July, 1842, and the other issued to Wm. Bullen for one hundred
@ollars and surrendered June 14th, 1843.

To Alonzo Raymond, fourieen dollars and thirty-nine cents
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fer subpena served on Jas. D. Doty as a witness in territorial suits
and returning the same to district court, lowa county,and serving
writ of attachment on the body of James D. Doty, and conveying
said D)oty to Mineral Point, in April, 1845,

To C. 8. Wright, three dollars, for publishing in the Wiscon-
sin Agis “an act to ascertain the indebtedness of the Territory,”
approveg January 31st, 1844.

That the sum of sixty one dollars and thirty-five cents be, and

tory shall be authorized to issue any warrant for the payment of
the above named interest or any portion thereof, he shall be satis-
fied from an examinalion of the records of the Secretary’s and
Treasurer’s office, that the interest has not before been paid, and
shall also require the applicaut to file in his office his afidavit that
the interest has not before been paid, or any part thereof,
